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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

In view of the arguements filed on 2/8/2005, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A new restriction requirements is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.1 13 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied by a 
supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1,130, 1.131 or 1.132) or 
other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1.193(b)(2). 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 16-18, 20-21, 23, 25-27, 29, 31-37, and 40 are drawn to a robot (class 
74/490.02). 

Group II, claim(s) 28 and 38-39 are drawn to a process of fastening cables (class 439/323). 
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The inventions listed as Groups I & II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the process as disclosed could be used for any 
number of cable fastening uses, such as through building or vehicle conduits, or to mount other 
non-electrical cable, hose-like assemblies (hydraulics or explosives); whereas the robotic 
apparatus myst utilize a pipe socket, u-shaped opening for connecting the cables (only cables). 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 

election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
